JAPANESE  HARD  CASH 
THE  COINAGE  THAT  GOT  ITSELF 
IN  DUTCH 

Japan  was  one  of  the  most  backward 
of  the  Oriental  nations  in  the  issuance 
of  currency,  for  it  was  not  until 
677  A.  D.  that  a Japanese  mint  was 
established  in  that  country.  During 
the  reign  of  Empress  Gemmyo,  large 
deposits  of  copper  were  unearthed  in 
the  Chichibu  district  of  Musashi  pro- 
vince and  was  of  such  importance  that 
the  name  of  the  year  was  officially 
changed  to  Wado,  meaning  "Refined 
Copper."  Thus  large  quantities  of 
copper  or  bronze  coins  were  struck^ 
superceding  cotton  and  rice  as 
standard  units  of  value . 

The  years  of  690  to  703  are  signi- 
ficant ones  to  Japanese  coinage. 
Unusual  as  it  may  seem  with  the 
great  copper  discovery,  silver  coins 
came  out  of  the  mints  a few  months 
before  the  copper  specie,  with  both 
types  being  similar  with  center  square 
holes  for  stringing,  containing  equal 
value  of  one  Mon,  with  superscription 
(Wado  Kaiho)  "Opening  Treasure  of 
Refind  Copper."  This  coin  legend  was 
lifted  from  the  money  piece  of  the 
Tang  dynasty  used  eighty-eight  years 
before . 

When  the  mint  was  in  operation,  it 
produced  from  five  and  a half  to  one 
and  three-quarters  millions  of  copper 
cash  yearly.  From  760  to  658,  the 
coin  factories  of  Dazaifu,  Omi, 
Harima,  and  Hagato  produced  eleven 
new  issues,  and  made  a nice  profit  on 
all  of  them,  especially  the  last  eight 
which  were  about  half  the  size  of  the  • 
first  three . 

About  798,  the  citizens  and  officials 
of  five  provinces  of  Kyoto  were  sus- 
pected of  hoarding  the  much  needed 
hard  specie,  and  to  get  it  away  from 
these  men  of  means,  a toothsome 
decree  was  issued  stating;  "All  pos- 
sessed means  must  contribute  money 
and  these  taxes  must  be  paid  in  cash. 
Those  guilty  of  secreting  money  will 
receive  the  punishment  of  law 
breakers." 

Back  in  the  Seventeenth  Century,  the 
Dutch  were  greatly  taken  up  with  the 
high  quality  of  Japanese  coinage  and 
lost  no  time  in  acquiring  as  much  of 
it  in  the  very  shortest  of  time.  But 
the  government  of  Nagaski,  sensing 
its  money  popularity  with  the  Dutch, 
put  a twenty  percent  above  value  on 
its  gold  in  1662  which  quickly  slowed 
down  the  ambitious  aspirations  of  the 
foreigners,  and  it  was  not  until  1668

JAPANESE  HARD  CASH 
(Continued) 

when  the  price  was  reduced,  that  they 
took  out  over  100, 000  Kobans  from 
Japan  in  a single  year.  The  Koban 
was  equivalent  to  two  Guineas  each. 

But  when  debasement  set  in  around 
1696,  the  Dutch  peddled  the  Kobans  at 
a twenty  percent  loss . The  two  Guinea 
value  of  the  Kobans  dipped  sharply  *to 
28  Shillings . It  was  not  until  about 
1720  that  Yoshimune  gained  control 
over  the  currency  and  brought  it  back 
to  its  high  value  of  purity. 

The  Dutch  not  only  took  gold  specie, 
but  silver  and  copper  coins  as  well. 
The  ordinary  17th  century  Japanese 


seldom,  and  then  only  in  rare  in- 
stances, ever  saw  gold  or  silver  disks 
used  for  barter,  the  great  bulk  of  it 
being  in  copper.  This  looting  of  the 
small  money  by  the  Dutch  must  have 
worked  quite  a hardship  on  the  pea- 
sants because  in  eleven  years  the 
foreigners  corralled  millions  in  copper 
cash. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  16th  century, 
under  the  supervision  of  Taiko,  Japan's 
great  administrator  and  statesman,  a 
well  planned  mint  was  created  that 
produced  some  of  the  most  magnificent 
and  original  specie  ever  created . The 
five  Riyq  piece,  one  Riyo,  and  a half 
Riyo,  along  with  silver  coins,  were 
unusual  items  of  interest.  The  star 
item  of  this  issue  was,  as  an  historian 
puts  it:  ",  . . a hammered-wave 
pattern.  Imagine  sixteen  Guineas 
beaten  into  an  oval  plate  with  the 
superscription  'Ten  Riyo’  written  in 
ink." 

Throughout  world  history,  debase- 
ment of  coinage  has  been  the  favorite 
practice  of  those  unscrupulous  people 
seeking  a quick  and  privileged  way  to 
wealth. 

In  1696,  Ogiwara,  a protege  of 
Yanagisawa,  a favorite  of  the  Japanese 
Shogun,  was  appointed  to  the  office  of 
Finance  Magistrate,  and  his  special 
program  was  the  issuance  of 
"cheapened  specie"  between  the  time 
he  took  office  and  the  year  1712. 
Through  the  period  1596  to  1614,  the 
standard  gold  coin  of  Iyeyasu's  reign, 
the  Koban,  contained  85.69  percent 
gold  and  43.19  percent  silver.  Up 
until  the  period  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance's  term  of  office,  the  high 
content  of  silver  was  set  at  80%,  then 
to  40%,  and  finally  down  to  32%. 

This,  of  course,  laid  the  ground 
work  for  active  participation  in  the 
profitable  business  of  private  mint 
production  by  other  debasers  who  set 
up  coin  factories  of  their  own. 

Between  1698  and  1715,  it  is  re- 
corded that  541  counterfeiters  were 
put  to  death  for  flaunting  disgrace 
upon  the  Japanese  government. 
Ogiware,  whose  salary  for  his  office 
amounted  to  a mere  3,707  Koku  per 
year,  tucked  away  a tidy  sum  of  a 
quarter  of  a million  Riyo  from  his 
clever  ventures.  Aral  Hakuseki, 
Japanese  equivalent  to  our  Treasury 
agents,  finally  put  the  skids  under 
Ogiwara  in  1712  and  brought  to  an 
end  the  fabulous  career  of  a coin 
debase r.
